Reasons for Resigning 

Mr. Motherwell's letters t6 Premier 
Martin, which were read in the legis- 
lature gave as his reasons for resign- 
ing two causes, the failure of the gov- 
jernment to take action against the 
Union government, which he severely 
criticized for its failure to repeal the 
War Times Election Act; to return to 
the western provinces their natural re- 
sources and to evolve a_ practical 
scheme of land settlement for soldiers. 
The proposed measure of Hon. J. A. 
Calder he characterized as impossible, 
citing figures to show that if even s0 
few as 10,000 men were settled in 
Saskatchewan under the proposed 
plan, the province would be saddled 
with a responsibility so vast that its 
dependence on the federal government 
in this respect would seriously menace 
the right of self-government. 

Letting Valuavle Time Slip 

Coupled with these issues, the letter 
complained that Premier Martin, as 
leader of the provincial Liberal party, | 
was the man to whom the people look- 
ed for leadership in connection with 
federal party questions. Conservatives 
were organizing right and left, the 
letter stated, and Mr. Martin and his 
government, by neglecting to make 
some pronouncement, was letting val- 
uable time slip by.

Mr. Motherwell was informed that it 
had been stated, following the reading 
of the correspondence, that his letter 
was a challenge to Premier Martin to 
take up The federal Liberal leadership 
in Saskatchewan, or he, Mr. Mother- 
well, would. 

“I never dreamt of such a thing,” 
he said, “we are so accustomed ‘to our 


| provincial Liberal premier being lead-

“I have no plans for the future, ex- 
cept to do my duty from day to day as 
a member of the legislature. , 

“My first letter to Premier Martin 
was written hurriedly and perhaps 
may create the impression that I am 
leaving the government on a federal 
issue. An attempt will no doubt be 
made to make {t appear that such is 
the case, but the last straw-——and I 
want to emphasize this—in influenc- 
ing me, was the legislation which the 
government plans to submit to the 
assembly next week. When I found 
that nothing I could do would swerve 
the government from its attitude then 
I felt I should resign and elucidate 
my position. When that legislation 
comes before the house, I intend to 
use my liberty, for which I have paid 
a& tremendous price, and not abuse it. 

Issues That Ca 

“Although I mentioned several fed- 
eral questions it must be obvious to 
anyone that the War Times Election 
Act, Natural Resources, and Land 
Settlement, are pre-eminently provin- 
cial issues. It was these things, to- 
gether with the impending legislation 
that resulted in my resignation, 

“I expect to occupy my private 
office in the building throughout the 
session of the legislature, Hon, Mr. 
Langley having kindly offered me this 
privilege. 

“You newspapermen know of the 
final outcome of today’s proceedings 
before my wife does. I have just tele- 
phoned her at Abernethy to inform 
her that everything came off all right. 

“I am a Liberal and a party man, 
perhaps to a fault. But no system of 
government has yet been devised 
which has produced progressive legis- 
lation and made for efficiency and 
progress, as the by-gone, much des- 
pised party system. While we have 
all the weaknesses of Union govern- 
ment, we have also all the evils of 
party government embodied in that

Return Unquestioned 

Among the political leaders the re- 
turn of Mr. Lioyd George's coalition 
to power is unquestioned, although It 
{may command only a minority of the 
| votes on account of the number of 
|}candidates in the field, Elections 
}went by default in 107 districts on 
|nomination day because only one can- 
|didate was put forward. Seventy of 
them were coalitionists. 

There are 600 contested seats with 
a total of 1,618 candidates running for 
them. 

In 613 of these districts each has a 
|eandidate pledged to support Lloyd 
| George's government through thick 
jor thin if elected. They are known 
as the official coalition candidates, Of 
them 358 are Conservatives, 113 Lib- 
erals, and 42 others of various parties. 

Of the 1,105 running outside the 
coalition, 271 are Asquith Liberals, 
!39 Conservative and 3876. Laborites. 
The remainder are running on sixteen 
difterent platforms, including 78 Sinn 
Feinners, 69 Nationalists and various 

Socialist groups, the federation of aol- 
diers and agriculture, and seamen'y 
factions. ~ 

The original question. put before the 
voters was whether the country would 
endorse the coalition government 
which has managed the last two years 
of the war and give it a new lease of 
life for reconstruction and arranging 
peace. 

Premier Lioyd George's program for 
domestic reform has met with no op- 
position, only criticism on the ground 
| of vagueness, and questions as to 
where the money is to come from and 
land for the discharged soldiers. 

Attack Lloyd George 

Ex-Premier Asquith’s Liberal sup- 
porters have attacked the Premier 
because many of the old-time Liberal 
members, who refused to give their 
pledged support to the Premier were 
“frozen out’ and their seats alowed to 
Conservatives by the coalitionists, This 
quarrel raised other issues during 
the first days of the campaign. 
Afterwards, the opposition criticised 
the premier’s policy looking to the 
punishment of the former German 
emperor, getting big indemnities from 
Germany and expelling Germans fiom 
this country. 


MORE ’FLU CASES

CALGARY, Dec. 12,—Influenza 
cases are decidedly on the increase in

In the meantime he will have 
formal conferences with 
Lioyd George of Great Britain, Pre- 
mier Clemenceau of France, Premier 
Orlando of Italy and others, to smooth 
out any points of difference which 
may arise between the United States 
and the Allies with regard to the 
ground work of the conference. Mr. 
Wilson is planning to avoid rigorously 
all functions not necessarily of an of- 
cial nature and will veto all pleasure 
trips. On his arrival in Paris Saturday 
Mr. Wilson will be received by Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Poincare. On Monday 
he will be the guest of honor at a 
public reception, and later will re- 
ceive a degree bestowed upon him by 
the University of Paris. 

Virtually all of next week has been 
reserved by President Wilson for con- 
ferences, at which he will emphasize 
the idea that a league of nations must 
necessarily be part of the peace treaty 
and is not a subject for separate ac- 
tion. 8 

Crown Prince Alexander of Serbia 
will be in Paris over Christmas, as 
will also King Victor Emmanuel of 
Italy. Immediately after the Christ- 
mas holidgy Mr. Wilson will go to 
Italy, returning to Paris on January 
2, ready to attend the peace confer- 
ence. 

In the meantime he will visit the 
devastated portion of France and 
General Pershing at the front for a 
review, and he will probably march at 
the head of the American column in 
a combined demonstration in Paris.

‘MASSACRES, 


London, Dec. 12—-(Special to Mall 
and Empire)—-Massacre of Greeks, or- 


ganized by Turks and Germans are 
cireumstaftially exposed in a dispatch 
from the Constantinople correspondent 
of the Morning Post. He says the 
massacre, like those of the Armenians, 
had for thelr object the extermination 
of the race, Wholesale expulsion of 
Greeks from Asia Minor and the mur- 
ders, which had been continued with- 
out interruption after the Balkan wars, 
the correspondent writes, “became the 
moat savage of the great war," the in- 
tention being to stamp out the Greek 
raee in Turkey. The following fig- 
ures are given by the correspondent in 
proof of the enorinity of the outrage: 

450,000 Greeks deported and dead. 

150,000 placed in labor battalions 
and dead, 

At least 250,000 deported in the 
period between the Balkan and the 
great wars.

Complicity of the Germans in them 
has been demonstrated, and both 
King Constantine and Queen Sophia, 
he affirms, bave impeded the amelior-

Great Britain is great by reason 
of the industry, thrift and honesty 
of its people combined with that 
genius for enterprise which plant- 
ed colonies on every continent and 
sent British traders into every cor- 
ner of the world. The way to 
save England from self-destruc- 
tion is to appeal to the bigness, not 
the littleness, in the British elect- 
or. There is need of that appeal 
being sounded now, and sounded 
as it bas seldom been. 

There is an organized body in 
British politics today, which is 
said to constitute the real rival of 
the coalition government, and 
whose accession to power would do 
more to loosen the joints of the 
British Empire than anything in 
the past generation has done. It 
is only necessary to note that that 
body is demanding the withdrawal 
of Allied troops from Russia and 
the reception of the new German 


republics as bona fide and trust- 


worthy members of a family of na- 
tions, to point the gravity of the 
menace, Should a party with 
such ideals come to power in Eng- 
land there would be some serious 
thinking in the over-sea dominions 
on the morrow of the elections. But 
that element cannot be kept per- 
manently out of power by the 
British Premier going about try- 
ing to out-bid its leaders on the 
price for votes. It can be crushed 
if the British people are called 
upoa to remember what they are 
and what they have done, the op- 
portunities they have and the fear- 
ful responsibility that rests upon 
them if they do not carry these 
opportunities into action. 

The Greatness of the British 
Empire should be the thought in 
the mind of every Britisher today. 
From the cabled election reports, 
the thought in the mind of the 
British elector is: What can I get 
out of the Government? If that 
is his thought, it is for want of in- 
spirational leadership, not for 
lack of capacity on the part of the 
British people to respond to an 
appeal for the kind of citizenship 
that made the British Empire what 
itis.

But since the 
United States entered the war she has 
not only acquiesced, but I belleve most 
strongly co-operated, in carrying out 
the Blockade of Germany. In the 
early stages of the war the blockade 
Was not nearly so complete because 
the United States raised many ques- 
tions about it, but {n the later years 
of the conflict the blockade was made 
complete with the co-operation of the 
United States. Without that blockade 
success could not have been won. In- 
deed, without the blockade Germany 
might have won. 

“Suppose this situation should exist 
again. It Is impossible to suppose that 
the United States would eay that the 
blockade which was #0 essential for 
success should not be allowed. That 
would stultify everything America did 
jin this war. It would be really an In- 
sult to the United States to suggest 
that she would in future advocate any 
course {n @ war euch as this, inconsis- 
tent with what she did in this war, and 
that was the complete blockade of an 
| offending nation. If this be so, we 
come to this, that probably what is in | 


any nation observing the covenants of 
a league of nations and should be de- 
nied to any nation breaking those! 
covenants. Ff that is so, then a league 
of nations is the solution to the whole 
question and cannot be discussed 
apart from it”
